Doctrine of Freedom. 


When we come to examine the ac- 


pendence in the light of what was 


light of succeeding events, we can 
not escape the conclusion that it 
had a much broader and deeper sig- 
nificance than a mere secession of 
territory and the establishment of a 
new nation. Events of that nature 
have been taking place since the 
dawn of history. One empire after 
another has arisen, only to crumble 
away as its constituent parts sepa- 
rated from each other and set up in- 
dependent government . of 
own. Such actions long ago be-. 
came commonplace, They have oc- 
curred too often to hold the atten- 
tion of the world and command the 
admiration and reverence of human- 
ity. There is something beyond the 
establishment of a new nation, great 
as that event would be, in the Dec- 


laration of Independence which has 
ever since caused it to be regarded 
as one of the great charters that 
not only was to liberate America 
but was everywhere to ennoble hu- 
-Manity. 

It was not because it was pro- 
posed to establish a new nation,

dered and often expressed in polit- 
ical speculation. It is generally as- 
Sumed that French thought had 
some effect upon our public mind 
during revolutionary days.

The foundation of authority is laid 
in the free consent of the people.

Accepted by Nonconformists. 


This doctrine found wide accept- 
ance among the nonconformist 
Clergy who later made up the Con- 
gregational Church. The great 
apostle of this movement was the 
Rev. John Wise, of Massachusetts. 
He was one of the leaders of the 
revolt against the royal governor 
Andros in 1687, for which he suf- 
fered imprisonment. He was a lib- 
eral in ecclesiastical controversies. 
He appears to have been familiar 
with the writings of the political 
scientist, Samuel Pufendort, who 
Was born'in Saxony in 1632. Wise 
published a treatise, entitled ‘‘The 
Church’s Quarrel Espoused,” in 
1710, which was amplified in an- 
other publication in 1717. In it 
he dealt with the principles of 
civil government. His works were 
reprinted in 1772 and have been 
declared to have been nothing less 
than a text-book of liberty for our 
Revolutionary fathers. 

While the written word was the 
foundation, it is apparent that the 
spoken word was the vehicle for 
convineing the people. This came 
with great force and wide range 
from the guccessors of Hooker and 
Wise. It was carried on with a 
missionary spirit which. did not 
fail to reach the Scotch-Irish of 
North Carolina, showing its influ- 
ence by significantly making that 
colony the first to give instruc- 
tions to its delegates looking to in- 
dependence, This preaching 
reached the neighborhood of 
Thomas Jefferson, who acknowl- 
edged that his ‘‘best ideas of dem- 
ocracy’’ had been seeyred at

Whatever else 
may say of it, the Declaration 
Independence was profoundly 
American. 

If this apprehension of the facts 
be correct, and the documentary 
evidence would appear to verify it, 
then certain conelusions are bound 
A spring will cease to 
flow if its source be dried up; a 
tree will wither if its roots be de- 
stroyed. In its main features the 
Declaration of Independence is a 
great spiritual document. It is a 
declaration not of material but of 
spiritual conceptions. Equality, 
liberty, popular sovereignty, the 
rights of man——these are not ele- 
ments which we can see and touch. 
They are ideals. They have their 
source and their roots in the re- 
ligious convictions. They belong 
to the unseen world. Unless the 
faith of the American people in 
these religious convictions is to en- 
dure, the principles of our Declara- 
tion will perish. We can not con- 
tinue to enjoy the result if we 
neglect and abandon the cause. 

We are too prone to overlook 
another conclusion. Governments 
do not make ideals, but ideals make 
governments. This is both histori- 
cally and logically true. Of course 
the government can help to sustain 
ideals and can create institutions 
through which they can be the bet-

ter observed, but their source by 


their very nature is in the people. 
The people have to bear their own 
responsibilities. There is no meth- 
od by which that burden can be 
shifted to the government. It igs 
not the enagtment, but the obsery- 
ance of laws, that creates the char- 
acter of a nation. 


Finality of Declaration. 


About the declaration there is a 
finality that is exceedingly restful. It 
is often aserted that the world has 
made a great deal of progress since 
1776, that we have had new 
thoughts and new experiences which 
have given us a great advance over 
the people of that day, and that we 
may therefore very well discard 
their conclusnons for something 
more modern. But that reasoning 
can not be applied to this great 
charter. If all men are created 
equal, that is final. If they are en- 
dowed with inalienable rights, that 
is final. If governments derive their

A REVERSAL OF FORM. 

Never before in the history of New York 
State have the prison authorities experienced 
such a condition as that with which they were 
confronted on Wednesday of last week. At 
Ossining, on the Hudson——which is the location 
of the principal penal institution of the 
State, Sing Sing—the warden reports that in- 
stead of being compelled to take every precau- 
tion against the breaking out of his involuntary 
guests he was kept busy refusing admission to 
a whole batch of criminals anxious to get in- 
side the gates before midnight of the last day 
of the fiscal year. _ 

This unheard-of desire on the part of the 
convicted citizens of New York to get ‘‘on the 
inside to look out rather than to remain on 
the outside looking in’’ was due to the fact that 
on July 1 the Baumes law, became operative. 
The Baumes law requires all prisoners to serve 
the minimum sentences without any time off 
for good behavior. It is reported that a great 
many accused men were hurrying to plead 
guilty to the counts of various indictments 
when the New York courts were opened on 
Wednesday morning in order that the terms of 
their sentences might begin before midnight of 
that day. Then, through good behavior, they 
might hope for a shortening of the terms of 
service to the State. But those who failed to 
secure commitment before the stroke of mid- 
“night “left all hope behind” when entering the 
portals of the penal institutions of the State. 

In New York city last Wednesday Judge 
Collins found his court so crowded with cases 
of would-be penitents that he was unable to 
clear the docket in time to secure the admis- 
Sion of the Sing Sing boarders to their 
temporary home before 12 p. m., June 30, and 
he declared he would see to it that the poon 
fellows who could not get up the river in time 
-ghould receive the benefits of the old regula- 
tions just the same.

UNIFORM TRAFFIC LAWS. 

Legislatures of all the States will be called 
upon at their sessions this year or next to 
consider the enactment of uniform traffic 
laws recommended by the national con- 
street and highway safety which 
in Washington weeks ago. Sur- 
made by the Safety Council 
demonstrated the great benefits .that 

result from: a model traffic law not 
only in making motoring safer but in making 
it easier for the operators of cars and more 
A model traffic law 
would help largely to decrease 
of accidents. While every large 
community has local traffic conditions that 
differ trom those of other places, there are 
certain problems common to all. No uniform 
parking for instance, would solve this 
universal problem. But there are many rules 
that could made uniform in every State 
and Speed regulations, the protection | 
of school children and the responsibility of | 
parents in connection therewith; the strict 
enforcement of grade-crossing rules; fines and 
prison sentences; national operators’ permits; 
brake inspection and regulations; the rights 
ef way at crossings and on highways; signal- 
ing systems; street car and pedestrian traffic 
control; the competence of drivers—all these 
are matters that could properly be made sub- 
ject to uniform laws. 

It is gratifying that the governors of States 
have shown a disposition to cooperate with 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover in recommend- 
ing to the legislatures the adoption of such 
uniform laws. Prompt action by the legisla- 
tures will go a long way toward preventing 
accidents and saving lives. .

The Sun in Midsummer. 

To the Editor of The Post——Sir 
The earth today will be in its aphe- 
lion position, that is, our planet has 
reached its greatest declination 
north and will now move. south- 
ward. It may seem odd that the 
earth farthest from the sun

Question— What tests are made on Rubber? 


Answer—Even though the quality and uniformity of 
Sprayed Rubber is controlled by the processes used on 
our plantations in the Far East, every shipment re- 
ceived at our factories is again tested for uniformity 
and also, after mixing with sulphur, it is tested for its 
rate of vulcanization, its tensile strength and stretch. 


Question—What does the United States Rubber 
Company Factory Test include?

Raw materials are tested before they go into the tires, 
and the finished tires are tested in the Company’s 
laboratories and on the Company’s road test cars, 
trucks and buses.

Question—Do all companies test their tires in 
this way? 

Answer—Most all companies make tests of some sort. 
Very few, if any, carry them to the extent that they 
are carried by the United States Rubber Company.

Answer—Steel wire is given a chemical analysis to de- 
termine whether it meets our specifications, and it is 
also tested for tensile strength and elongation.

Answer—Cotton cord, which furnishes the strength and 
flexibility of the tire; rubber, which binds the various 
parts of the tire together and forms the tread or wear- 
ing surface; compounding ingredients, which we mix 
with the rubber to give it the necessary qualities; and, 
steel wire, which is used in making the beads of the 
tire.

The letter recalls the Pope’s 
recognition of the situation on De- 
cember 14, 1925, when he declared 
he was praying daily for his Mexi- 
can children, and his recent per- 
sonal letter addressed to Cardinal 
Pompilj, Vicar of Rome, urging 
Catholics throughout the world to 
pray for the afflicted Mexicans. 
“Now, however.” the letter goes 
on, ‘‘since the afflictions of: our 
Mexican brothers continue, it is 
necessary to increase the prayers 
for them; wherefore the pontiff 
desires the faithful te be invited to 
join him in prayers on August L.’’ 
The letter concludes, after point- 
ing out the special significance of 
the coincidence of the date with St. 
Peter’s festival and St. Francis’ 
centenary: ‘All these  circum- 
stances will undoubtedly have in- 
fluence, in that the prayers of the 
faithful for the cessation of the 
persecution and the pardon of the 
guilty, will be more fervid and will 
be accepted by God. The pontiff 
provided that these intentions be 
added to the others in the buil 
which extends the holy year to the 
whole world.” 
Girls’ College Is Closed. 
Mexico City, July 5 (By A. P.).— 
Special dispatches from Morelia 
state that government officials have 
closed the College Teresiano, a 
girls’ school having about 400 pu- 
pils, on charges of violating the 
constitutional clauses prohibiting 
religious instruction. 
Efforts are being made to reach 
an agreement for reopening the 
school on condition that religious 
teaching is eliminated. Such a 
compromise has been reached at 
several schools which have hitherto 
been closed. 
Lady Kingsmill Hurt; 
Is at Johns Hopkins 
Baltimore, July 5 (By A. P.).— 
The presence in Johns Hopkins hos- 
pital of Lady Frances Constance 
Kingsmill, of ottawa, Canada, be- 
came known today when she asked 
police to find a wrist watch, valued 
at $1,000. 
Lady Kingsmill, wife of Admiral 
Sir Charles Edmund Kingémill, 
former director of naval service of 
Canada, is receiving treatment for 
injuries suffered in an automobile 
accident last month. The watch, 
she said, had disappeared from the 
home of relatives near Annapolis. 
She entered Johns Hopkins June 9, 
two days after the accident in which 
her back was wrenched, and is ex- 
pected to remain for the balance of 
this month.

Leaving to other speakers’ the 
sketching of the life of the immor- 
tal drafter of the Declaration of 
Iudependence.

Byrd devoted 
his address to that phase of Jeffer- 
son’s life which culminated in his 
founding the University of Virginia. 

“Jefferson's philosophy has been 
compressed by that master of Eng- 
lish, President Alderman, into the 
phrase, ‘You can trust the people 
if you will train them,’”’ Virginia's 
chief executive said. 

Jefferson was ‘‘founder,. father, 
architect and law giver’ of the 
University of Virginia, Gov. Byrd 
said, quoting Francis Hirst. ‘‘From 
the spring of 1819 until 1824 Mr. 
Jefféerson’s thought and time were 
spent in superintending the build- 
ing of his university. Burdened 


a friend—and the increasing hos- 
pitality to his many visitors— 
threatened, indeed, with the neces« 
sity of selling Monticello, he found 
consolation and satisfaction in the 
opening of his university, the child 
of his old age. Old as he was, he 
lived to see this child on its feet.’’ 


Situated on Mountain Top. 


Monticello, the home of Jeffer- 
son, is situated on a mountain top, 
overlooking the city of Charlottes- 
ville and the University of Virginia, 
fathered by Jefferson. To the east 
lies the beautiful valley of_ Vir- 
ginia, dropping away until it 
touches the Atlantic. Visible 20 
miles away towers the Blue Ridge 
mountains of Virginia. 

Thirty feet were taken off the 
top of the mountan by Jefferson 
before it was possible for him to 
build Monticello. On the mountain 
top, when he finished, was situated 
the home, with expansive lawns, 
shaded by towering oaks and fruit- 
ful mulberries. 

Three Presidents have been 
housed in the building, for Jeffer- 
s0n was widely known as a hos- 
pitable host and was frequently 
visited by his friends and neigh-

Under a system of popular gov- 
ernment there will always be those 
who will seek for political prefer- 
ment by clamoring for reform.

In my opinion very little of just 
criticism can attach to the theories, 
and principles of our institutions. 
There is far more danger of harm 
than there is hope of good in any 
radical changes. We do need a bet- 
ter understanding and comprehen- 
sion of them and a better knowl- 
edge of the foundations of govern- 
ment in general. Our forefathers 
came to certain conclusions and de- 
cided upon certain courses of action 
which have been a great blessing 
to the world. Before we can un- 
derstand their conclusions we must 
zo back and review the course 
which they followed.

Their intellectual life centered 
around the meeting house. They 
were intent upon religious worship.

FUNERAL RITES HELD 
FOR PROF. SCHOENFELD 


Educator and Former Otto- 
man Consul Buried in 
New Jersey. 


Funeral services for Prof. Her- 
man Schoenfeld, professor of ger- 
manics at George Washington unl- 
versity since. 1894, who died Sun- 
day at his summer home in Wild- 
wood Crest, N. J., took place there 
yesterday afternoon, according to 
messages received in Washington 
yesterday. 

Prof. Schoenfeld was nationally 
prominent in educational circles 
and had distinguished himself as 
an author and lecturer on political 
subjects. He was Ottoman consul 
general in this city from 1899 un- 
til 1910, and was commander 
general of Turkey to the St. Louis 
exposition in 1904. He was award- 
ed a gold medal for his teaching 
ability, and was made commander 
of the Turkish, Persian and Vene- 
zuelan orders. 

Among notable books published 
by Prof. Schoenfeld are “Causes of 
European  Conflagration,’’ 1914- 
1915, and “‘Bismarck’s Letters and 
Orations,’’ which he edited in 1905. 
Surviving him are his wife, three 
sons, H. Arthur Schoenfeld, coun- 
selor of the American embassy in 
Mexico City, who is now on leave in 
country; Dr. Herbert H. 
Schoenfeld, of Washington, and Ru- 
dolf Emil Schoenfeld, American 
charge d'affaires at Lapaz, Bolivia, 
and one daughter, Margaret H. 
Schoenfeld, of the department of in- 
dustrial research, University of 
Pennsylvania.
